State laws govern the quali­ 

fications and activities of all 
professional and vocational prac­ 
tices from' doctors and lawyers 
to barbel's and beauty operators, 
but do nothing to control, li­ 
cense or curb the training and 
issuance of guide dogs, the an­ 
imals which dally are respon­ 
sible for the safety and security 
of the blind.   -

This point was made by J. 
Milton Johnson, director of so­ 
cial Welfare for the Braille In­ 
stitute of America, Inc., in a 
talk to Torrance Lions club 
Tuesday noon in the Civic Audi­ 
torium. " .

Himself formerly blind, John 
son said that the guide dog bus! 
nqss was approaching the pro­ 
portions of a racket, with train­ 
ers turning out dogs undeilraln- 
ed and often overcharging for 
the animals. Morristown, N.J., 
is the only recognized "seeing 
eye" dog institution in the 
United States, he said, urging 
that state laws be enacted to 
protect the blind by governing 
the activities of guide dog train­ 
ing.

Johnson was introduced by 
Don C. Moshos, M.D., chairman 
of the Lions sight conservation 
and blind committee.
